Dear J ohn and Mary Citizen: — 
'l our reply came today , and 1 was gratified to J une 
y ou ex press y our interest in the subject of the New Deal’s 
effect upon y our daily liv es. 
I am going to start by recalling the night when J ohn, 
J r.. had just receiv ed his draft call and realized he had to j 
go. leav ing his wife and baby behind. 
\\ hile y ou were t,» Iking it ov er, one of y ou— and I’m 
sorry I don t remember which— said something which 
has been ringing m my mind ev er since. It was this: 
Being an American sometimes calls for sacrifices— 
but it s worth all it costs. 
I hat is so true! 
No matter how much history one reads, I don't think 
any of us ev er stops getting a thrill in remembering how 
many generations, how many struggles, how many wars, 
how many liv es, it cost to build a nation like the United 
States, nor how v aluable to us is the form of gov ernment 


w e inherited. 
Unlike most other countries, our form of gov ern­ 
ment did not just grow into what it is. American men sat 
down together with the best thinking of three thousand 
y ears of history at their disposal, and chose from among 
ill the av ailable plans the one which offered the lx *st hope 
>f success as a nation and freedom as a people. 
I hese men weren t merely making an ex periment— 
they were meeting an urgent need. 
I he new nation born 
by the Rev olution was desperately sick, if not dy ing, and 
the Americans who met in Philadelphia in 17 8 7 were 
working against time to sav e it. 
I hey wanted sev eral things. 
I hey wanted, not just 
temporarily but forev er, to be free from ty ranny — they ’d 
seen enough of it in their own lifetimes to know how 
miserable is the lot of the av erage citizen when his rulers 
become too powerful. 
I hey wanted a permanent gov ernment, but adapt­ 
able enough to meet changing needs; one that could ex 
pand with the growing nation; one which could, should 
the need arise, be changed in fundamental respects— but 
changed by orderly processes, neither by stealth nor fraud 
nor rev olution. 
I hey wanted a chief ex ecutiv e, but they were deter­ 
mined to guard against his ev er seizing too much power. 
I hey planned deliberately that the office they called Presi­ 
dle nt should be held back from autocracy by Congress, the 
Courts, the Constitution itself; so that the President might 


II way s be the leader, but nev er the master. 
J ust as a group of men might decide to protect a 
joint bank account by prov iding that checks against it 
must be signed by two or more of their number, so the 
founders of the nation sought to protect our great pos­ 
session 
liberty — by making the three essential branches 
of gov ernment equal and independent. 
I he Rev olution won freedom— freedom for the na­ 
tion, freedom for the citizens in it.

C onstitution was to preserv e that freedom.

Con stitu tion , the American people themselves art* the 
ru lers of their own cou n try. 
It is this id eal which set American govern men t apart 
from n early all other govern men ts in the world . It is hard 
to thin k of an y other large n ation in which the people 
themselves, an d n ot a royal tamily or a ru lin g class, havt 
the right to the last word on what the govern men t an d the 
n ation shall d o. 
Like all other forces of govern men t, this sovereign ty 
of the people also was limited an d restricted . Cjovern - 
men t by sheer majority wou ld be mob ru le, d estru ctive of 
min ority rights— as u n ju st an d u n reason able as an y otlici 
form of tyran n y. 
The will of the American people is limited largely 
by the calen d ar. Popu lar sen timen t mu st be, n ot a whim, 
bu t an en d u rin g d etermin ation . On ce the d etermin ation 
is there, an ythin g in ou r govern men t, even the con sti­ 
tu tion itself, can be chan ged by the people of tht* Un ited 
States. 
This power is the corn erston e oi all American free­ 
d om. 
It is the fou n d ation of what we mean when we say 
prou d ly, 
We are American s. 
Of all the d ead ly blows which cou ld be stru ck at the 
American people, n on e cou ld be more d estru ctive than 
those aimed at weaken in g this con trol by American citi- j 
zen s over their n ation . 
Yet if you ask whether the New Deal has seriou sly .

Dear John .iud Mary Citizen: — 


'lour reply came today, and I was gratified to lune 
you express your interest in the subject of the New Deal's 
effect upon your daily lives. 
I am going to start by recalling the night when John, 
Jr., had just received Jiis drab call and realized he had to 
go, leaving his wife and baby behind. 
\\ fille you were talking it over, one of you 
-and i'm 
sorry I don t remember which— said something w Inch 
has been ringing in my mind ever since. It was this: 
Being an American sometimes calls tor sacrifices 
but it s worth .til it costs.” 
I hat is so true! 
No matter how much history one reads. J don't think 
any of us ever stops getting a thrill in remembering how 
many generations, how many struggles, how many wars. 
how many lives, it cost to build a nation like tile United 
States, nor how valuable to us is the form of government 
we inherited. 
Unlike most other countries, our form of govern­ 
ment did not just grow into what it is. American men sat 
down together with th** best thinking of three thousand 
years of history at their disposal, and chose from among 
ill tile available plans the one which offered the best hope 
>f success as a nation and freedom as a people. 
I hest* men vveren t merely making an experiment— 
they were meeting an urgent need. 
The new nation born 
by the Revolution was desperately sick, ii not dying, and 
the Americans who met in Philadelphia in 
I 787 w e re 
working against time to save it. 
I hey wanted several tilings. 
I hey wanted, not just 
temporarily but forever, to be free from tyranny— they’d 
st * n * Dough of it in their own lifetimes to know how 
miserable is the lot of the average citizen when his rulers 
become too powerful. 
I hey wanted a permanent government, hut adapt­ 
able enough to meet changing needs; one that could e x 
pand with the growing nation; one winch could, should 
the need arise, be changed in fundamental respec ts— but 
changed by orderly processes, neither by stealth nor fraud 
nor revolution. 
I hey wanted a chief executive, but they were deler- 
mined to guard against his ever seizing too much power. 
I hey planned deliberately that the office tfiey called Presi 
dent should be held back from autocracy by Congress, the 
courts, the Constitution itself; so that the President might 
dways be the leader, but never the master. 
Just as a group of men might decide to protec t a 
joint bank account by providing that checks against it 
must be signed by two or more of their number, so the 
founders of the nation sought to protect our great pos­ 
session 
liberty 
by making the three essential branches 
of government equal and independent. 
Hie Revolution won freedom— freedom for th** na­ 
tion, freedom for the citizens in it. The purpose of the

It is this ideal which set American government a p a r t 
from nearly all other governments in the world. It is hard 
to think of any other large nation in which the people 
themselves, and not a royal family or a ruling class, h a v e 
the right to the last word on what the government and the 
nation shall do. 
Like* all other forces of government, this sovereignty 
of the people also was limited and restricted. G overn­ 
ment by sheer majority would be mob rule, destrut tive of 
minority rights— as unjust and unreasonable tis any other 
form of tyranny. 
The will of the American people is limited largely 
by the calendar. Popular sentiment must be. not a whim, 
but an enduring determination. Once the determination 
is there, anything in our government, even the consti­ 
tution itself, can be changed by the people of the United 
States. 
This power is the cornerstone of all American free­ 
dom. 
It is the foundation of what we mean when we say 
proudly, 
W e are Americans. 
Of all the deadly blows which could be struck at the 
American people, none could be more destructive than 
those aimed at weakening this control by American citi- j 
zens over their nation. 
Yet if you ask whether the New Oeal has seriously 
weakened the power of the American people to guide 
their own destiny, the answer must be an immediate and 
unqualified 
Yes. 
lf you will bear with me in m y next letters, I shall 
try to recall to you certain facts which I think you will 
agree abundantly prove that statement.
